Thomas  Jefferson  (1743-1826),  third  President  of  the  U.  S.  and 
author  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  was  horn  in  Albemarle  Co., 
Va.,  of  Welsh  descent.  In  1775  he  was  elected  to  the  Second  Congress, 
and  (1775)  re-elected  to  the  third,  when  it  was  moved  that  independence 
he  declared.

He  succeeded  Patrick  Henry  as 
governor  of  Virginia;  and  in  1785  Franklin  as  Minister  to  France.  He 
was  recalled  from  retirement  in  1797  to  the  Vice-Presidency  of  the  U.  S., 
and  in  1801  was  chosen  President,  serving  for  two  terms.  He  established 
the  University  of  Virginia,  after  his  second  retirement;  and  died  at 
Monticello  in  1826.

In  1806  he  was  appointed  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  in  the  Senate,  where 
he  at  once  became  a national  figure;  he  was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  four  times;  and  ran  for  President  three  times,  de- 
feated by  Adams,  Jackson,  and  Polk.  He  was  again  elected  to  the

Senate  in  1831,  where  he  shared  the  honors  with  Webster  and  Calhoun; 
he  did  much  to  allay  friction  between  the  North  and  South,  writing  the 
Compromise  of  1850.

Capt.  William  de  Peyster  (1735-1803)  was  a captain  in  the  Conti- 
nental Army  in  1776,  and  was  a prominent  New  York  merchant,  friend 
of  Washington  and  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Elizabeth  Dolly  Bresier,  and  in 
1 77 3 , Christiana  Dolly  de  Peyster  (1748-1815),  cousin  of  his  first  wife. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Johannes  and  Margrita  van  Syssen  Dolly. 
Elizabeth,  their  daughter,  was  the  second  wife  of  the  artist.  Captain 
de  Peyster  died  during  the  yellow  fever  epidemic  of  1803.
